Installing seat belts is a good safety investment. Most car shows will not deduct any points 
for cars with safety belts. I know I am so used to wearing seat belts in my modern cars 
that I feel naked without one in my old Buicks 


One of the decisions you'll need to make is what type of mounting to use. The two main choices 


are hook and eye-bolt (A)and bolted mounting (B). The hook belts have the advantage that you 
can easily remove them at a show to make the car look more original 
You can also use retractable belts (€). Most seat belt vendors do not sell this type of belt
